MAHA, Dec. 10.—The United 
States grand jury which has been 
investigating. postoffice bribery 
cases and the alleged illegal fencing of 
government lands in Western Nebras- 
ka, today made a partial report to the 
court, ‘returning twenty-two indict- 
ments. One is against former Senator 
Elliott Lowe, charging bribery in con- 
nection with the appointment of a 
postmaster at Alma, Neb., ten are 
against ranchmen charging illegal 
fencing, and the other were Indian 
cases, mostly of a minor character. 
Those against ranchmen include true 
bills against Bartlett Richards, presi- 
den of the Nebraska Land and Feed- 
ing Company; W. G. Comstock, vice- 
president of the same company, and 
Secrétary Charles C. Jameson, all of 
Ellsworth, Neb., and. former State 
Senator Frank M. Currie, a large in- 


‘dividual cattle ,owner of Broken Bow, 


Neb. The other seven indictments are 
against extensive ranchmen of Cherry 
and Custer counties. 

The foreman of the grand jury stated 
to the court that it would later have 
a supplementary report, and it ts stat- 
ed that this addition will include sev- 
eral more indictments of prominent 
ranchmen, and also one against the 
former State official who is charged 
with dispesing of a cotisiderable 
amount of government military sup- 
plies without making a report of the 
digposition of the money. 

The indictment against former State 
Senator Lowe contained two counts, 
and charges conspiracy to violate Sec- 
tion 781 of the Revised Statutes by 
conspiracy to bribe Senator Charles 
H. Dietrich by acting as intermediary 
in the payment ot 8400 in considergtion 
of which J. B. Billings, who at the 
time of the alleged transaction was 
postmasetr at Alma, Neb, was to re-

which Lowe was indicted is said to 
have been given by J. B. Billings for- 
mer postmaster at Alma. It was to the 
effect that when he applied to Sena- 
tor Dietrich for appointment he was 
told that State Senator Lowe had been 
given the privi of naming the post- 
master at A and that a recom- 
mendtaion from Lowe would receive 
his (Senator Dietrich) indorsement.

LAND-FENCING CASES. 

Each of the ten indictments of tue 
land-fencing cases contains three 
counts, and all are similarly drawn. 
They, charge, first, erecting a fence in 
violation of the law pertaining to gov- 
ernment land; second, maintaining said 
fences; and third, obstructing passage 
across government lands. 

The illegal fencing of these lands, 
which are located in Cherry, Custer 
and other large counties in western 
Nebraska. was brought to the atten- 
tio not the Interior Department sev- 
eral months ago. W. <A. Richards, 
Special Land Commissioner, and Coi. 
John 8. Mosby were delegated to in- 
vestigate the matter, and as a result 
it was left in charge of District At- 
torney W. 8. Summers. John B. De 
Freese, a special agent, was sent to 
the range country to secure evidence 
and is said to have worked up 122 
cases of instances where government 
land had been fenced. About 700 
ranchmen were said to have fenced 
in about 6,900,000 acres, 

Among the largest of these tracts 
was that of the Nebraska Land and 
Feeding Company, of which Bartiets 
Richards was president. His range 
extends over more than 200,000 avres 
and is about 100 miles long. Richards 
is said to be the largest cattle buyer 
and owner in the world, and is rated 
as a man of immense wealth. During 
the summer he des resided on his 
ranch near Elisworth, Neb., and in the 
winter at Santa Barbara, Cal., where 
he is now living. At the United

FLORIDA'S ORANGE MARKET. 


Recent Receipts Show an Improvement 
| in the Condition of

NEW YORK, Dec. 10,—TEaclusive 
Dispatch.) The Florida orange market 
is emerging from conditions ot demor- 
alization which have been so discour- 
aging to all handlers of fruit this sea- 
son. The domestic. product has not 
alone suffered from the effect of exces- 
sive competition of Jamaica fruit, sup- 
plemented by receipts from Porto Rico 
and. Mexico, but has in itself afforded 
very good reason for the unsatisfactory 
conditions surrounding the trade in it. 
The crop was a heavy one—arrivais 
for the season to date amounting to 
171,664 boxes, against 84,026 for the 
t year—and it 
{has suffered in quality and condition 
j through severe storms in the growing 
sections during autumn. 
As a consequence, a very considérable 
percentage of the fruit arriving here 
has been in bad order. While the re- 
cent receipts have shown improvement 
in this reBpect, there is still a great 
deal of complaint heard in the trade 
concerning the percentage of rot in the 
fruit now coming forward. While the 
weather conditions are held to be re- 
ij sponsible in no small degree for this, 
it is contended in some quarters that 
| it might be obviated to an appreciabie 
in 
packing at primary shipping nts, 

Although the market is liberally sup- 
plied with Florida oranges, of which a 
considerable quantity is poor in quali- 
ity, there has recently developed a 
better tone, which is based partly upon 
increasing demand, but mainly upon 
the fact of practical cessation of ship- 
ments of Jamaica fruit to this market 
and a corresponding decrease in corn · 
petition from that source.

HE COST AND THE FOLLY OF IT. 
John Keith, writing in Harper's 
Weekly of the recent strike of street- 
railway employés in Chicago, com- 
putes some of the many losses oc- 
casioned by that ill advised, ruinous 
and unjustifiable disturbance. Pven 
the partial summary of losses, made 
by Mr. Keith, is an appalling record, 
both of loss and of inconvenience to 
the public (which is the principal 
loser in most or all troubles of this 


“The Chicago strike meant to the 
company a loss of nearly $20,000 a 
day; the receipts of an average day, 


meant to the public the loss of as 
many daily rides as were represeated: 
by nearly 400,000 fares and 500,000 
transfers. 7 
“How did all this affect the grea 
public—the people whose needs and 
wh nickels brought these lines into 
existence, the people whose franchise 
permitted these street cars the use of 
the streets in return for sufficient and 


“There were only 3000 employés af- 
fected by the strik.. There were 
750,000 people whom it robbed of 
their privileges and of their rights. 
In Chicago there are at least 160,0u0 
women who earn their own living.. 
These had to get from their homes 
and back as best they could. It be- 
came a common sight to seen black 
coal-wagon filled with women; the 
large packing-houses sent was- 
onloads of their women employés 
part of the way home. The major- 
ity walked. This Meant, for many, 
rising before daybreak and getting 
home after dark. Of 123,000 persons 
employed st the stockvards, 75,000 
were affected by the strike, and more 
than 45,000 of these lived more 
a mile away. 
“The effect on business was incal- 
cuiable The savings banks noted thé 
change by the small number of de- 
positors. This meant a large sum 
lost in interest alone. The small 
Confectioners, heber- 
dashers, dealers in notions, books. 
shoes, cigars, jewelry, pianos, furni- 
ture, wall paner—all industries felt 
the dearth of trade. From what I 
have been able to learn, the loss in 
the shopping district alone amounted 


the theaters. the stopping of street- 
ear service left many of them almost 
deserted. The average theater and 
its company cannot pay expenses on 
lers than $590 a performance. From 
the information I have been able to 
gather, a direct loss of $20.000 to the 
numerous theaters the first week of 
the strike would not be an excessive 
estimate.” 

The unspeakable follz of it all be- 
comes more apparent when we stop 
to consider, afier reading Mr. Keith’s 
article detailing some of the losses 
caused by the strike. whether there 
was any compensating gain as an off- 
set to all the loss and inconvenience 
which the public was forced to bear 
because of the needless conflict. In 
vain do We search for any compen- 
sation of this kind. The street-rail- 
way .company won the main point for 
wu-ch it contended. and for which it 
stood firmly from the first to the last 
of the struggle. This was the right 
to employ and discharge men with- 
out reference to whether they were 
or were not affiliated with the union. 
The employers stood like adamant on 
this point, because to have yielded it 
would have been, in effect, to turn 
their business and the vast capital 
invested in it over to an organization 
dominated by a gang of rash and ir- 
responsible men, having no interest 
in the business, and certain to bring 
it to ruin.in the end. They stood 
firmly on thfs point, also, because if 
they had acceded to the demand that 
they should give employment to none 
but union men, they would have sur- 
rendered rights which belong to them 
as American citizens, and which no 
man can surrender without surrend- 
his self-respect. They 
would also have been robbing non- 
union men of a right as sacred as any 
right can be—the right to work as 
individuals, without associating them- 
selves with a labor organization. 

The strikers gained, by the strike, 
some slight modifications in the con- 
ditions regulating their employment. 
These concessions they might have

But some of them 
are far more likely to get their hash 
settled if they draw the weapons than 
they are to win out 'n an armed con- 
test with the regularly constituted au- 
thorities. There isn’t going to be an- 
archy in Colorado for any great length 
of time, nor anything resembling it. 
But the peace will be maintained and 
American principles will rule in that 
State and in every other State of the 
American Union. The more strikers 
there are who save their money to buy 
guns with the more trouple for tam 
and their families. The condition «f 
affairs in the vicinity of Trinidad is 
most deplorable, but it would be car 
more so were the authorities to lay 
down“ to the mob. There will ba peace 
in Colorado, depend upon t, no mat- 
ter how much fighting may be neces- 
sary to secure that very necessary in- 
gredient in the body politic, so to speak.

1 COST AND THE FOLLY OF IT. 
John Keith, writing in Harper’s 
Weekly of the recent strike of street- 
railway employés in Chicago, com- 
putes some of the many losses oc- 
casioned by that ill advised, ruinous 
and unjustifiable disturbance. Bven 
the partial summary of losses, made 
by Mr. Keith, is an appalling record, 
both of loss and of inconvenience to 
the public (which is the principal 
loser in most or all troubles of this 
kind.) Mr. Keith says: 

“The Chicago strike meant to the 
company a loss of nearly $20,000 a 
day; the receipts of an average day, 
November 9, had been $19,563. It 
meant to the public the loss of as 
many daily rides as were represeaced 
by nearly 400,000 fares 500,000 
transfers. 

“How did all this affect the great 
public—the people whose needs and 
wh nickels brought these lines into 
existence, the people whose franchise 
permitted these street cars the use of 
the strests in return for sufficient and 
regular service? 

“There were only 8000 employés af- 
fected by the strik “ There were 
750,000 people whom it robbed of 
their privileges and of their rights. 
In Chicago there are at least 160,000 
women who earn thelr own living. 
These had to get from their homes 
and back as best they could. It be- 
came a common sight to seen black 
coal-wagon filled with women; the 
large packing-houses sent was- 
onloads of their women employés 
part of the way home. The mejor- 
ity walked. This theant, for many, 
rising before daybreak and -getting 
home after dark. Of 123,000 persons 
employed st the stockvards, 75,000 
were affected by the strike, and more 
than 45,000 of these lived more than 
a mile away. 

“The effect on business was incal- 
cuiable The savings banks noted thé 
change by the small number of de- 
positors. This meant a large stim 
lost in interest alone. The small

dashers, dealers in notions, books. 
shoes, cigars, jewelry, pianos, furni- 
ture, wall paner—all industries felt 
the dearth of trade. From what I 
have been able to learn, the loss in 
the shopping district alone amounted 
to tens of thousands of dollars. For 
the theaters. the stopping of street- 
car service left many of them almost 
deserted. The average theater and 
its company cannot pay expenses on 
lers than $590 a performance. From 
the information I have been able to 
gather, a direct loss of 820.000 to the 
mumerous theaters the first week of 
the strike would not be an excessive 
estimate.“ 3 

The unspeakable follr of it all be- 
comes more apparent when we stop 
to consider, after reading Mr. Keith’s 
article detailing some of the losses 
caused by the strike. whether there 
was any compensating gain as an off- 
set to all the loss and inconvenience 
which the public was forced to bear 
because of the needless conflict. In 
vain do we search for any compen- 
sation of this kind. The street-rail- 
Way company won the main point for 
witch it contended. and for which it 
stood firmly from the first to the last 
of the struggle. This was the right 


out reference to whether they were 
or were not affliated with the union.

But the peace will be maintained and 
American principles will rule in that 
State and in every other State of the 
American Union. The more strikers 
there are who save their money to buy 
guns with the more trouple for tam 
and their families. The condition «f 
affairs in the vicinity of Trinidad is 
most deplorable, but it would B@ far 
more so were the authorities to luy 
down“ to the mob. There will bo peace 
in Colorado, depend upon that, no mat- 
ter how much fighting may be neces- 
sary to secure that very necessary in- 
gredient in the body politic, so to speak.

Her 
actions since his miserable death have 
roused those who attended his last I- 
ness here to the fighting point. They 
have hired a lawyer and yesterday be- 
gan preparations to press thetr claims 
against Miss Andrews and the estate. 

Some of their pointed remarks may 
be taken ‘with a grain of salt, of 
course. It may be prejudice. It may 
be also disappointment that their 
names did not keep Mies Andrews'’s 
name company in the will, Anyhow, 
they claim that she has behaved in an 
utterly heartless manner. 

They say she refused to come to the 
old man when he lay dying, and de- 
clined with a shrug of her shoulders 
to look at his body when he was dead. 

So the poor old fellow was jolted full 
of dope to keep him from decay and 
hustied off to a receiving vault at 
Rosedale Cemetery, where he is held 
for debt by an undertaking firm. His 
bones have been rattled over the 
stones, for he is only a 850,000 pauper 
whom nobody owns. 

As a matter of fact, there is‘no ten- 
ing what he was worth. He had abont 
the least idea of anybody, and evi- 
dentiy considered himself a very poor 


man. 
MEANS'S MINES. - 

A mining expert has just returned 
from the bry Lake district, where 
Means had a number of claims staked 
out. He brings the astonishing in- 
forimation that some of the ore will 
run $1000 a ton, the average being from 
$60 to $100. It is now bonded to a rich 
Pasadena syndicate. 

Means apparently had little idea of 
the value of the claims. He had been a 
mining prospector for many years. It 
is said that he was meandering around 
the desert thirty years with the father 
of this Miss Andrews. He came to 
Galifornia iti the days of forty-nine as 
a ship's carpenter and got the gold 
fever and never got over it. 

He had been coming to Los Angeles 
at intervals for seventeen years.

ESA GRANDE INDIANS | 
“D0 UP” POLICEMAN. 
(BRAVE OFFICER MEETS WATERLOO 
AMONG BAD MEN. 


Yedian in Authority Endeavors to Stop 
Gambling and is Set Upon by Drunken 
Clique and ‘Severely 
Steps Likely. 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. 

MESA GRANDE, Dec. 10.—Salvador 
Duro, the doughty India ‘policeman 
of the Mesa Grande Indians, has met 
his Waterloo. He has made number- 
less arrests of aborigints who pe in- 
@uiged in too much forty-rod“ dur- 
ing the numerous fiestas and has gen- 
erally succeeded in landing his man in 
the calaboose. sometimes undet very 
difficult conditions, such as being set 
upon by friends of his prisoner. At 
euch times he is compelled to draw his 
46-caliber government persuader, which 
quiets his most belligerent obstruc- 
tionistse. He has always errdeavored 
‘to perform his duty according to gov- 
@rnment instructions, no matter what 
the odds or under what adverse condi- 
tions, but in a mix-up Sunday, among 
men of his own tribe, and with whom 
he has lived all his life, he came out 
looking like a fellow who had run up 
against a meat chopper. He was 
knocked down, relieved of his shoot- 
ing tron, and the men piled on him eo 
‘fast that it looked for all the world 
nne a fierce game cf football when a 
‘man is being put out of action. For 
a tong time he has been a shining 
mark for some of the highbinders of 
the Mesa Grande tribe, and it culmi- 
nated Sunday at the rancheria, where 
a number of the home Indians, swith 
their amigos from the Balcans, were 
having a few games of freese-out and 
monté. 

One of the instructions issued to 
policemen is to prohibit gambling. It 
ia like preventing water from running 
@own hill. Like the law against 
liquor, it is one of the hardest to m- 
force, and absolutely cannot be, by one 

liceman. But that is what Salvader 

ro tried to do. He quietly told 
eight or ten men who had filled up 
on rank wine that they would have to 
quit —s or he would arrest them. 
Acting prearranged plan, one 
sins fellow dealt him a terrific
